LILIES 

So  far  as  we  know  all  the  lilies  here  listed  are  hardy  and  if 
well  rooted  before  cold  weather  should  go  thru  winter  safely. 

In  mild  climates  we  believe  fall  planting  of  most  lilies  is 
the  better  time,  but  since  many  of  our  buyers  are  in  districts 
with  severe  winters,  it  is  quite  likely  spring  planting  is  better 
there.  While  some  varieties  may  not  do  so  well  the  first  season 
the  bulbs  will  become  well  established  before  the  next  winter, 
with  less  danger  of  winter  injury. 

Large  bulbs  of  most  varieties  may  be  set  about  six  inches 
deep,  tho  Candidum,  Pardalinum,  Roezli,  Superbum  and  such 
varieties  grow  at  a  more  shallow  depth  in  the  wild,  about  four 
inches.  Small  bulbs  and  bulblets  may  be  set  about  th.ee  or 
four  inches  deep.  They  can  be  planted  in  borders  if  not  crowd¬ 
ed  too  much  by  heavy  rooted  bushes  or  plants,  or  in  prepared 
beds.  Most  lilies  do  well  or  better  in  some  shade.  Weil  drain¬ 
ed  and  reasonably  fertile  soil  is  desirable  and  weeds  and  grass 
should  be  eliminated.
